budget system is for, and, no m at­ 
ter how bad the present budget 
may be (the w riter is among thoae 
who think It exlremeiy had! it is 
ut least submitted in such a way 
th at neither U t faults nor the re­ 
sponsibility for them can bs con­ 
cealed. 
The abuses are not in the law 
authorising the budget, but In the 
budget itself. 
Not even the help­ 
lessness of the legislature to rem ­ 
edy the evil la a conclusive objec­ 
tion. 
Taking it legislature after 
legislature, 
and 
adm inistration 
after adm inistration, far more ti- 
i sr.cial crimes have been commit­ 
ted by legislatures than by govern­ 
ors.

The features complained of In 
the budget itself are not produced 
by the law. They would have been 
possible under any law. 
The law

exact contrary 
The abuie Is in ig­ 
noring its obligations. 
The law does not say that the 
hum anitarian and regulatory func­ 
tions of the state shall he crippled 
and its educational functions cur­ 
tailed, In back-action “fulfillment" 
of a campaign pledge not to do 
these things.

"The gasoline tax would 
not put th# cost where R really be­ 
longs, and would invite dishonesty 
if the farm and stationary engines 
were exempted. 
“To me, it seems 
that 
a

simple and equitable way would be 
to put a direct tax on tires, grad­ 
uating it In such a 
manner 
that 
small cars, motorcycles and small 
trailers would pay only a small tax, 
while 
the 
heavier 
automobiles 
would pay a little more and trucks, 
using large tires, would pay * mach 
heavier rate. 
“For instance, a tax of IS to 20 
per cent could be collected on the 
cost of all tires not larger than 3H I

Streets 
will 
become 
safe 
for 
pedestrians and traffic more ef­ 
ficient only 
after 
thoroughfares 
have been laid out, with the auto­ 
mobile and its characteristics in 
mind. 
This is the conclusion formed 
by H erbert S. Swan, city planner 
and 
traffic 
consultant 
o! 
New 
York, who has made a thorough 
study of the possibilities and lim­ 
itations of automobiles and auto­ 
mobile traffic. 
"The street and vehicle using 
the street must be adapted to one 
another, * says Swan. 
"The city 
planner m ust recognise the me­ 
chanical lim itations of the auto­ 
mobile in laying out and regulat­ 
ing traffic In his streets." 
At the same time, adds Swan, 
the automobile m ust be adapted 
to the physical lim itations of the 
thoroughfare plan. 
Driving Facts 
Swan’s research has brought out 
the following facts: 
1. 
An automobile's speed can 
ordinarily be reduced at the rate 
of eight feet a second, each sec­ 
ond. 
2. 
On a wet asphalt or con­ 
crete pavement it requires about 
twice as much distance to stop a 
car as on a dry road. On a greasy 
road, the distance would have to 
be about IO tim es as great. 
3. 
The fastest speed a car can 
go and yet be stopped in one sec­ 
ond is 3 4 miles an hour. 
4. 
The distance within which 
an auto can be stopped varies as 
the square of the sp >ed 
That is, 
if the speed of tho car is doubled 
the 
stopping 
distance 
is 
quad­ 
rupled. 
lf the speed is tripled, 
nine times tho ordinary stopping

’’The street and vehicle using 
the street must be adapted to one 
another,” says Swan. 
“The city 
planner must recognise the me­ 
chanical lim itations of the auto­ 
mobile in laying out and regulat­ 
ing traffic in his streets.” 
At the same time, adds Swan, 
the automobile m ust be adapted 
to the physical lim itations of the 
thoroughfare plan. 
Driving Facts 
Swan’s research has brought out 
the following facts: 
1. 
An autom obile’s speed can 
ordinarily be reduced at the rate 
of eight feet a second, each sec­ 
ond. 
2. 
On a wet asphalt or con­ 
crete pavement it requires about 
twice as much distance to stop a 
car as on a dry road. On a greasy 
road, the distance would have to 
be about IO tim es as great. 
3. 
The fastest speed a car can 
go and yet be stopped in one sec­ 
ond is 5 4 miles an hour. 
4. 
The distance within which 
an auto can be stopped varies as 
the square of the sp ,ed 
That is, 
if the speed of tho car is doubled, 
the 
stopping 
distance 
is 
quad­ 
rupled. 
If the speed Is tripled,
